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Above-Ground Loop Helps Solids Pipeline Research V/,, 


3,500-FOOT LOOP of four-inch pipeline 
has gone into service on the southern 
outskirts of Edmonton in a program of ad- 
vanced research into a new concept of trans- 
portation. It is the transmission of solid 
materials by capsule pipeline, in which exten- 
sive pioneering work has been done by the 
Research Council of Alberta. 


The project is a combined endeavour of 
the Federal and Alberta provincial govern- 
ments and private industry, financed to a total 
of $500,000 for one year, ending March 31, 
1968. Depending on an analysis of its findings, 
the program may be extended. 


The Solids Pipeline Research and Develop- 
ment Association (SPRDA) retained the Re- 
search Council of Alberta to build and operate 
the test line, on a site leased from the City of 
Edmonton. Federal Department of Industry 
participation provides for funding half of the 
cost through the Program for the Advance- 
ment of Industrial Technology (PAIT), a pro- 
gram started in 1965 to help Canadian industry 
improve its technology and expand its efforts 
into new fields. 


The Solids Pipeline Research and Develop- 
ment Association is a non-profit company 
made up of firms whose primary interests are 
in the fields of rail and pipeline transportation, 
steel and pipe manufacture, oil, sulphur, coal 
and other mineral production. 


The present project encompasses advice 
and evaluation of research data and feasibility 
and economic studies by some nine consulting 
firms working under contracts with SPRDA 
and a sister organization, SPESA, (The Solids 
Pipeline Economic Study Association). 


The Research Council of Alberta, a world 
pioneer in research into capsule pipelining, 
has conducted experimental work for ten 
years, and is recognized as one of the leading 
research laboratories in the field of transport- 
ing solids in pipelines. 

Engineering data from the four-inch line 
in the new program are expected to confirm, 
and to yield further information on, results 
already achieved in exhaustive testing on 
smaller-scale installations. 


More than $800,000 has been invested in 
this field by the Research Council of Alberta 
during the past decade. A number of basic 
patents have been obtained, and many scien- 
tific and technical papers have been published. 


The 3,500-foot test loop being used in the 
current program includes an 800-foot scaffold- 
supported section which rises to a height of 
37 feet. This incline and decline section will 
provide data on the influence of uphill and 
downhill grades on the flow performance of 
capsule trains in a pipeline, 


In initial testing, capsules of various 
lengths, diameters and specific gravities will be 
insertéd in the line in “trains” of varying num- 
bers. They will be pumped through the loop 
in oil or water at various line velocities. 


The highly sophisticated system with its 
complex instrumentation is designed for one- 
man control, from a console in the head- 
quarters trailer. Lights flashing on a schematic 
chart of the loop will trace the progress of a 
capsule train through the line, triggered by 
39 photo-electric cells in the pipe. Other 
sensors in five test sections will record tem- 
perature and pressure as well as velocity and 
spacing data, and register them on computer 
tape. 

Processing of the tapes by computer will 
provide detailed analyses of the behaviour of 
the capsules through all conditions of curve, 
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Scaffolding carries a section of a four-inch pipeline loop 37 feet above ground, in a test isi 
lation at Edmonton. At the end of the loop, the solids-carrying capsules drop on to a convey 
belt for return to the storage building, while the carrying liquid flows into a reservoir till 
The sketch below shows the arrangement of the test sections.

,HE OFFICIAL OPENING of the Provin- 
1 cial Museum and Archives of Alberta, the 
rovince’s project under the Confederation 
Memorial Grants Program, will be held in De- 
cember. 

The Museum and Archives is located in 
Edmonton, on the site of the former Govern- 
ment House, which was selected for its con- 
yenience to public transportation, its com- 
manding view of the river valley, and its natural 
surroundings. The site also allows for extensive 
future expansion of both museum and archives, 
and has the additional value of being of histori- 
cal interest itself. The old Government House 
mansion has been maintained as part of the 
complex, as it is physically sound and is one 
of 2 few dignified older pieces of architecture 
in Alberta.

16,000 Alberta Students Are Helped 
With $9,500,000 In Scholarships, Aid 


HE STUDENTS’ ASSISTANCE Board of 
the Alberta Department of Education ex- 
pects that by the end of the 1967-68 fiscal 
year, about 16,000 students will have received 
nearly $9,500,000 in scholarships, grants, bur- 
saries, prizes and loans. This compares with 
$7,644,548 in financial assistance given to 
14,000 Alberta students between April 1, 1966 
and March 31, 1967. 

Of the total estimated expenditure for 
the fiscal year, about $3,000,000 will be 
made available in the form of Alberta goy- 
ernment awards to students. Another estimated 
$950,000 will come from the province for 
student loans. 

In addition, approximately $5,500,000 will 
come from the Canada Student Loans Plan, 
which is administered by the Alberta Students’ 
Assistance Board. 

Provincial money awarded students comes 
from the Queen Elizabeth Education Scholar- 
ship Fund, established in 1959 to commem- 
orate the Queen’s visit to Canada. It provides 
scholarships in amounts varying from $100 to 
$1,250 for university students with at least a 
75 per cent average on their matriculation sub- 
jects or their previous year’s work at university. 

The value of scholarships is based upon the 
student’s financial resources, and the amount 
of assistance his parents can give him. Since, 
in general, parents remain primarily responsible 
for the costs of post-secondary education, they 
normally are asked to give information con- 
cerning their income. 

Grants up to $400 are available to first year 
university students and undergraduate students 
with a matriculation or previous year average 
between 60 and 74.9. Student nurses, voca- 
tional students and students enrolled at agri- 
cultural colleges may also receive grants. 

Loans are given to students either separ- 
ately or in conjunction with scholarships or 
grants. These loans are repayable after gradu- 
ation. 


Province of Alberta Graduate Fellowships 
and Graduate Scholarships totalling $123,800 
have been awarded to graduate students attend- 
ing Alberta universities. 

Thirteen Province of Alberta Graduate Fel- 
lowships valued at $3,600 each and 27 Provin- 
cial Graduate Scholarships valued at $3,000 or 
$2,500 were awarded graduate students. Re- 
cipients will be enrolled in the Faculty of Grad- 
uate Studies at the University of Alberta or the 


University of Calgary during the 1967-68 
academic year. 
Recommendations for these awards are 


made by selection committees at the universities 
concerned, and are approved by the Chairman 
of the Students’ Assistance Board. Awards are 
made primarily on the basis of academic attain- 
ment, and cover a 12 month period of studies 
and research. 


Provincial graduate fellowships and scholar- 
ships are provided to enable superior students 
to work towards a graduate degree. Many of 
the awards are made to Alberta students. How- 
ever, each year a number of awards are made 
to students from other countries and from other 
provinces in order to encourage “gifted stu- 
dents” to come to Alberta universities. e

Prepared To Assist 
Disturbed Children 


LBERTA’S FIRST DIAGNOSTIC and 

Treatment Centre for emotionally dis- 
turbed children has opened at 123rd Avenue 
and 124th Street in Edmonton. 

Constructed by the Homes and Institutions” 
Branch of the Department of Public Welfare, 
the centre will be operated as a residential 
service for government wards. 

Estimated cost of the entire complex when 
completed is $2,000,000. 

The Centre now is operating with two 
diagnostic and treatment units, each of which 
cares for twelve boys and eight girls. There is 
uso a combined administrative building and 
school, and three receiving home cottages. Each 
cottage will house a maximum of ten children 
under the supervision of a house-mother. 

Still to be constructed at the Centre is a 
recreation building. Plans for this building are 
already complete, and tenders for the unit will 
be called this fall for completion in the spring. 

The age of children admitted to the new 
Diagnostic and Treatment Centre has not been 
rigidly set, but generally admission will be to 
those between six and 16 years. Extreme men- 
tally and physically handicapped children will 
not be admitted. 

Part and parcel of the overall operation of 
the centre are four group homes located in 
Edmonton. These homes are situated in resi- 
dential districts, and serve as half-way residen- 
ces for youngsters being re-established in 
normal community life. Each group home 
might accommodate up to eight children, all 
under the supervision of house-parents. Chil- 
dren residing at these group homes attend 
community schools and share in community 
activities. 

The Centre’s administration building with 
a four classroom school, recreation room and 
play-therapy room also provides office space 
for the administrator and treatment team. 
Treatment director at the Centre is August G. 
Frauenfeld, former Deputy Superintendent of 
Child Welfare for Alberta. 

The first group of children to be admitted 
to the Centre consisted of 20 boys from the 
South Side Boys’ Home, which had operated 
since August 1, 1964, as the site of a pilot 
project for the diagnosis and treatment of 
emotionally disturbed boys. Studies made at 
the project have contributed in the planning of 
policy and facilities at the new Diagnostic and 
Treatment Centre. e
